Grayscale in video is measured and tracked on a scale of 0 (black) to 100 (white) 
IRE units. In NTSC video we have traditionally assigned the 7.5 IRE value as being 
the black cutoff in a picture. The EXPANDED mode in the "Video Black Level Setting" 
menu enables Toshiba DVD players to output a 0 IRE signal for richer, deeper black 
tones in every image.

Enhanced digital processing during moving video or freeze- 
frame playback produces superior color fidelity and resolution, even when you're 
zoomed in. Also can be used to expand letterbox-only films to increase the viewable 
area on-screen. 

Bookmarks
